REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. Claims 1-1 1 and 21-29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 23 recite, inter alia, forming a set of bobbins located in a rectilinear axially 
aligned array; bending the rectilinear array of bobbins as a whole into a circular axially aligned 
array as an electrodynamic machine winding with each bobbin being connected to an adjacent 
bobbin by physical contact with the adjacent bobbin. 

Claim 8 recites, inter alia, set of wound bobbins initially wound as a single rectilinear 
axially aligned array of adjacent bobbins and formed by bending the rectilinear array of bobbins 
as a whole into a circular axially aligned array with each bobbin being connected to an adjacent 
bobbin by physical contact with the adjacent bobbin. 

The reference of record does not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
